Reports from Calcutta — Transactions of Service — Cholera, plague, and 
smallpox — Plague in India and Bengal. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Eakins reports, April 2 and 9 : 

During the week ended March 28 a bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Moltkcfels, bound for Boston and New York, with a total 
crew of 59, and to the steamship Polamhall, bound for Galveston, 
with a total crew of 30. The usual precautions were taken, the holds 
fumigated, rat guards placed on the wharf lines, and the Asiatics' 
effects disinfected. 

During the week ended April 4 a bill of health was issued to the 
steamship Tannenfels, bound for Philadelphia and New York, with a 
total crew of 65, and to the steamship Tuscarora, bound for San 
Francisco, with a total crew of 73. The usual precautions were 
taken, the holds fumigated, rat guardi placed on the wharf lines, and 
the Asiatics' effects disinfected. 

During the week ended March 21, there were 204 deaths from cholera, 
104 from plague, and 20 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal there were 1,355 cases of plague with 1,062 deaths. 

In India there were 8,319 cases of plague with 6,980 deaths. 

During the week ended March 28, there were 252 deaths from cholera, 
115 deaths from plague, and 31 from smallpox in Calcutta. 

In Bengal there were 1,800 cases of plague with 1,483 deaths. 

In India there were 8,210 cases of plague with 6,859 deaths.
